The state woof pools of Iowa, Kan- 


sas, South Dakota arid Illinois have 
recently renewed their contracts for 
the ' co-operative marketing of the 
1922 
pools- with the National -wool 


Warehouse and Storage Company, 
a growers' selling agency. This sell- 
ing agency Is owned and controlled 
by about 700 wool growers and op- 
erates on a cooperative plan.' 


The 
individuality .of -each state 


wool pool is as carefully maintain- 
ed by this selling agency as though 
stored within the state, and wool so 
held has a distlnct'advanta'ge of be- 
ing concentrated in large lines. whlch_ 
is always necessary if the wool mills" 
are the purchasers. 


The pools of. Utah and Montana 


were handled last year through the 
National Wool Warehouse and.Stor- 
age Company, and not or.'y did the 
growers in these states patronizing 
the pools receive approximately 2 to 
Sc per pound more for their wool, 
but the existence' of the pools was 
the means o( greatly stimulating the 
price paid locally. Both of these 
states are planning a vigorous cam- 
paign, seeking to increase the volume 


i of wool marketed through the pools 
; in the coming season.
